CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—The Duchess 
of Hamilton and Brandon, who re- 
cently wrote an article for London 
papers on the value of red meat us 
food, is entirely wrong in her con- 
clusions, according to the Institute 
of American Meat Packers. 

“The vegetarian article by the 
Duchess of Hamilton and Brandon 
recently in the London papers, ts 
unfair to meat and inaccurate in 
several respects,” writes a spokes- 
man for the packers’ institute. 

“We cannot speak for the English 
system of preparing meats from ani- 


mals, but in the Unite@ States tne 
entire process is carried out in a 
humanitarian, sanitary, cleanly and 


efficient manner. The resulting pro- 
duct is one of our most valuable 
foods. oe 

“The Duchess is at fault in her 
science for it is not a scientific fact 
that the meat on an animal that 
dies in fear is pain4poisoned. Even 
if this were true, it is of no sig- 
nificance for with American methods 
there is no fear and little, if any, 
pain. . 
' “If meat degrades, how is it tha 
‘Australia, New Zealand, the United 
States, Canadé and Great Britain, the 
countries that consume the largest 
per capita amounts of meat, are also 
the leading nations of the earth both 
from a mental and a physical stand- 
point? :
